Be 
Mid ttet be re cel led BAX wet a f sneer officer with the 
fteeirlM Qeoera l Staff and ttet te serried a daughter of 
Qeaeral LAXQSY. BAX was eaployec in Paris as a drafteoan.

e Smarten imlgraot p re s e n tly residing in Canada. BAX 
attended the Acsdesqr Of ter in U .aa^ry fron IB') to approx irately 
1942 etera te studied military lactic*. ■- iter graduation, te 
won pante d to the Oeneral £laff v the Hungarian Arno r with 
the rank of captain. BAX was Brigade Officer during the war. 

At the termite t ion of tte var, te migrated to Trance and 
raa idem in Ihria during l j*7 and 1 43. te oarried a Hungarian 
girl in Prance, but steaequently divorced ter. About 1J51, 

BAX went to Trench Morocco where te bad resided for o or 3 
years . Curing 1 «l or 1 * > t basc resided at ipS 2 Seventh 
Avenue, San Diego, California and at that tins war believed 
to have been eaplayed as a drafUaon.
